Judge Reverses Himself 
In Mayday Case Ruling 
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U.S. District Court Judge 
Barrington D. Parker, who 
quashed a subpoena in the 
government’s investigation of 
the Mayday antiwar demon- 
stration earlier this week, re- 
■ versed himself yesterday and 
let the subpoena stand. . 

Saying that the case had 
been assigned to him improp- 
' erly, Parker referred it to 
Chief Judge John J. Sirica of 
District Court, who has juris- 
diction over all grand jury 
matters. 

In a decision Tuesday that 
^ appeared to set back the Jxis- 
tice Department’s develop- 
ment of a criminal conspiracy 
- case against Mayday leaders, 

Parker had ruled that Marlene 
Fishlowitz need not testify be- 
fore a grand jury until it is de- 
termined whether she was a 
subject of electronic surveil- 
lance.
